Claims 1-9 are pending in this application (see amendment filed on June 20, 2005). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as pointed out by 
applicant on page 2 in applicant's reconsideration, the cited references fail to disclose or render 
obvious the claimed combination including a suction-side rotor bearing comprising at least one 
angular ball bearing rotatably supporting the at least one rotor shaft at the suction side and being 
movable in a thrust direction, wherein there is no cylindrical roller bearing at the suction side; 
and a discharge-side rotor bearing comprising at least one angular ball bearing rotatably 
supporting the at least one rotor shaft at the discharge side and being held immovably in the 
thrust direction.
